Reply by Private Counsel. 

Mr. Rockefeller's reply is given out by 
Starr J, Murphy,. his private 2 and 
is as follows: 

“In his latest attack upon Mr. Rockefeller 
Dr. Washington Gladden seeks to make out 
& case of perjury, and in doing so assumes 
paternity for a faleehood which has been 
frequently published during the last ten 
years, and until now never answered.

The South 
Improvement company was incorporated 
over a year later, May 6, 1871, and Mr. Rocke- 
feller was connected with it. The charters 
of both these corporations are printed in full 
in the statutes of Pennsylvania and are ac- 
cessible to all. If Dr. Gladden has menda- 
ciously garbled the testimony in order to 
make out a case there is nothing more to 
say. If he has done it ignorantly and has 
confused the names of these two corpora- 
tions he is scarcely less culpable.”

The necéssary element of the Japanese 
scheme was to divine the measures to which 
its development would provoke the enemy. 
It should be remembered that both sides had 
devoted the long months of waiting in the 
valley of the Sha river to strenuous labors 
on fortifications. 7 
Russia Behind Massive Defenses. 
The Russian lines were stretched. back tier 
upon tler of defenses, armed with more than 
1,300 guns, forming south of Mukden a bar- 
rier that was pronounced impregnable by 
foréign military engineering experts. ae 
The Japanese position was scarcely less 
secure. That either army should dash itself 
against the other’s intrenchments seemed 
unthinkable, but there was this difference: 
The Japanese never had failed to escalade . 
successfully, sooner or later, any field forti+ 
fications constructed by the Russians. The 
Russians invariably had failed to carry any 
position fortified by the Japanese, 
Therefore while Oyama had no crippling 
fear that the wide extension of his wings 
would expose his center to any serious wedges 
driving process, he wae quite prepared to 
attempt something of that sort on his own 
account, not to rush against the Russian 
lines while they were in a state of undisturbed 
stability, but to rush if at any moment they 
should appear to be shaken by the shocks 
against their flanks. 
Crux of Oyama’s Strategy. 
Meanwhile it was essential to devise some 
method of diverting the enemy’s attention 
during the development of the flank move- 
ment. Oyama’s staff chose the rale. 
They appreciated the enormous importance 
Kouropatkin attached to the railway, so 
they determined upon a series of trenien- 
dous attacks, to be delivered along the rail- 
way. as though that route was chosen for 
reaching Mukden.

The attack was rebymed at dawn on Feb. 
24, after'a nicht's bivouac in the snow, and 
after twelve hours of fierce fighting the Rus- 
gians finally were expelled at sunset. They 
had about 1,000 casualties. 

Then the pursuit began, Oyama's main ob- 
Wet deing to cripple’ the enemy's army. He 
fasued a general order that all pursuing 
operations should be conducted with the ut 
fost vigor. 

The Russians offered frequent ‘resistance, 
and it was not until Feb. 28 that the two 
Japanese columns reached their first ob- 
Fettes, Manchuntun and Tita. 


Beginning of Seven Day Struggle. 
Now began the long struggle that lasted 
for seven days. The Russians, more and 
more convinced that the great turning move- 
ment in the Fushun direction constituted 
the main feature of the Japanese plan, has- 
tened to dispatch reinforcements. Their 
Quxiliary railway along the south bank of 
the Hun river proved of good service. A 
jarge part of the general reserve, which con- 
Wiel of a whole army corps, marched on 
‘Manchuntun and Tita.

Incredible Jap Hardships. 

No pen has yet undertaken to describe the 
bardshipse undergone by these Japanese sol- 
ers during a whole week of such operations 
in’ midwinter, in the face of frequent snow 
Storms. The men, however, were of the fin- 
ent type of Japanese, seasoned soldiers, and 
of mature age, and they appeared to sur- 
mount an difficulties without flinching.

Storm ‘Favors the Russians. . 

It had been noted thrice during the first 
fifteen days that the Japanese agsaults had 
been hampered by snowfalls, Once again, 
on March 9, the weather interfered in favor 
of the Russians. There arose a dust storm 
such as only those who have encountered the 
phenomenon in Manchuria can appreciate, 
a storm which obscures the sun, cuts e- 
posed parts of the body like a whip, forces 
icy coldness through the thickest garments, 
and renders even breathing dimeult. 

Such conditions suited disorganized flight 
rather than organized pursuit, and prob- 
ably mitigated the. Russian disaster. It was 
heavy enough, however. The Japanese 
closed in from all sides. The armies in the 
east and east central sections swept the 
Russian left from the hilis northward: of 
Fushun. 

The center army crossed the Hun .
